the Deyil that great deluder of ſouls made the bait-of 
his temptations to enſnare & keep me in the net of his 
Juriſdiction, wherein I then commenced and have e- 
ver {ince continued a ſlave. How great the power of 
this (in is when once it hath made an inroad upon Cha- 
ſity the bulwark againſt it, thoſe only know who 
feel the powerful operations thereof in themſelves, or 
behold- it in the fad inſtances and effectives of its 
ſtrength in others : trom Becconsfield 1 removed to 
Hattleton in the ſameCounty toan ther ſervice which 
happened in a publick houſe, in which place being 
not fifteen years of age, I made my ſelf a proſtitute-ro 
thoſe luſts Lhad before that time only approved of, and 
was delighted with in the revolution of my thoughts; 
the remembrance of which fin ( at that time a moſt 
{weet and delicious morſel to my palat ) is now the bit- 
ter ingredient of my miſcry - It is now I ſee how de- 
ceitfully fair were all thole falſe apples of Sodom, my 
former pleaſures :- Rottenneſs was lodged in the core, 
poltution in the touch, and deftruQtion in the taſte 
thereof. From HAattleron T remoyed for London, but. 
though. 1 changed my relidence, * heart was not 
changed, and I ſtill continued in thoſe courſes, the. 
ſuggeſtions thereof and my own impure affeQtions led - 
me to, and grew more hardy and bold in my crimes ; 
Sins I formerly trembled at the commitment of, I. 
could now meet.without the leaſt relutancy or tremuy- 
lation, ſwallowing greedily my own poylon, eſteem- 
ing it my pleaſanteſt food and choiceſt proviſion, ſuch 
as wherein neither danger of ſurfetting my ſoul or de- 
ſtroying my body was ever in the leaſt to be feared : 
yetat ſometime the Devil. though his power was ſo- 
= veraigne.. 
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« yeraigne in me, could not ſtop the mouth of that rebel 
to him my conſcience, butit would tell me how great 
a criminal I was to my ſelf, and {lave to an unjuſt 
maſter in the courſes I proſecuted : this in the heat and 
vigour of my injoyments would ſometimes quell and 
dampthem; bur like a ſickly Qualm, the health of 
. my pleaſure would quickly rid my ſtomack thereof; 
the Devil turning Phiſitian ( as at ſuch times he was 
always readieſt to do Jan adminiſtring a pill or doſe 
of falſe comfort, to relieve me. From Zon4os I return- 
ed to my parents in Oxfordſhire,where after ſome ſhort 
ſtay with them, I removed roCheſ9am,little delighting in 
the company of thoſe whereby I might have been be- 
nifited 1n relation to my ſoul, knowing that that 
would put me upon bridling my luſt, too great a ſelf- 
denial to be thought on with patience: At Cheſham 1 
alighted into a Family where I lived about two years, 
one year and three quarters of which I lived in the 
conſtant commitment of whoredom with my Maſter, 
who was at that time a married man, and by him I 
had a Childe which is yet living, to bring which in- 
to the world, and to cover that ſin TI had committed, 
I was removed for Zondox, where after ſome ſhorc 
time being delivered of the burthen of. my ſin and 
ſhame, and the iſſue thereof provided for, I went in 
the quality of a wet-Nurſe into a very honeſt and 
Religious Family in Roderith, where I might if my 
own evil heart had not been fooliſh and deſperately 
wicked, been warned both by their example and pre- 
cept to other courſes then I did then or ſince follow ; 
but when once God gives up a perſon or people 'to-a 
reprobate ſence and ſtate, neither examples can allure 

i» NOT 
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nor precepts oblige them to what may be for their 
own benefit ; ſo belottted and fooliſh a creature is man 
1n that ſtate, that though he knows his own good, 
yet he either negleQs or-diſowns it asa trifle, nay, 
many times eſteems it as an injury to be put in minde 
thereof, From Roderith I removed into Frogmor ton- 
ſtreet, where likewiſein a very honeſt Family I was 
well placed, wherein 7 obſerve the goodneſs of God 
in affording me thoſe means of return to himſelf 
which my own evil heart at all times eſchewed ; and 
how well might it now have been with me had God 
given megrace tg have followed the counſell and ad- 
vice of the Miſtreile in whoſe ſervice 7then lived ; 
how many harſh reflections of a guilty conſcience, 
how many” beſmeared cheeks and {wollen eyes, and 
above all how many ſins, beſides this for which 7 
muit go hence and be ſeen no more, might have been 
{pared thereby ? 7n this ſervice though often warned 
againſt it Zbecame acquainted with a perſon ( whoſe 
Name though 7 might have cauſe, yet having forgi- 
venall the world, /ſhall not mention ) whodidpre- 
vail upon me to the committing of that crime, the iſſue 
whereof hath juſtly contracted my days; by him 7 
foundimy ſelf with childe, and upon ſome difference 
thereabouts with my aforeſaid Miitrefſe , 7 parted 
thence, and went to live in a very reputable Family 
withiri the County of $rrey, where 7ſaw the Service 
of God duely and faithfully adminiſtred, and every 
minute met with thoſe examples of good and religi- 
ous living, 'that had 7 not been hardned to the high- 
eſt-degree, 7 ſhould certainly have taken notice of. it : 
But ſo Rrong was the infatuation of the devil upon

me-at that time, that 1 grew hardened under the 
means of mercy , and the more God extended hjs 
kindeneſs to me, the leſſe good was wrought on me 
thereby ; the ſun-beams of his mercy ſhone upon my 
clay'y heart only to its hardening, whilſt the hearts 
of others were melted like wax into a through-obedi- 
ence of thoſe commands 7 trampled npon and ſpurn- 
edat: /n this condition the devil had brought me 
and kept me, the iſſue of my body ſtill growing more 
mature, and 7 ſenceleſs of my own folly, more re- 
garding the ſhame of the matter towards me, and 
amonglt my acquaintance, then the crime Z7 had 
committed againſt the great God of heaven and earth, 
whoſe holy commands 7 had 1o repeatedly violated : 
The time of my delivery growing nearer each day 
then other, 7 had ſeveral thoughts of providing for 
the infant, and accordingly had taken a room, but the 
temptations of the devil overpower'd all good reſolu- 
tions in me, and when the hour of bringing forth ap- 
proached, leaving the principles of CR and 
laying aſide the bowels and tenderneſle of a Mother, 
forgetting the laws of God and nature, and diſregard- 
ing the checks of my own conſcience , 7 baſely and 
inhumanly ſtrangled the iſſue of my womb,and ftroye 
to conceal as ur the ſin as ſhame of this horrid Mur- 
ther from the eyes of the world, by hiding the infant 
in my Trunk, ſo great, ſocrying a ſin, that were the 
blood of Chriſt, or the mercy of God of leſs value then 
itis,l ſhould utterly diſpair of ever obtaining a pardon 


therefore. Zord ! what a wretched creature is man dj- 


veſted of thy grace how are all thoſe noble faculties wheres 
with thou did at firſt endow him, disfigured ? his higheſt =

dom perfet madneſs, his greateſt mercy extreameſt crueh 
ty, th attions, Ye = 6 owes Dm Dee- 
wills engine to ruine and deſtroy as well his own as others 
ſouls : even ſuch a creature Lord am 7; and can Tever hope 
to ſee thy face ? can thy holineſs admit ſo vile and impure a 
wretch as my felf tobe in thy preſence ? Tthat have ſo often 
affronted thy Majeſty, trampled upon thy honour, abuſed 
thy mercy ; [that am a Whore, a Murtherer, a Lyer, the 
very worſt of thy creation, can Tever expett thy mercy? The 
Laws of men have left no Aſylum for me to fly ro, and wilt 
thou, oh Zord, tender thy boſom to receive and preſerve me? 
infinit is thy mercy and thy ſons interceſſion, therefore will 7 
a0t deſpair, This crime thus commited, Juſtice hath 
overtaken me for, and beforean earthly Tribunal; I 
have received a moſt juſt ſentence therefore, and am 
now under the dayly expeQation of taking my laſt 
farewell of the world, and ſhaking hands with all the 
follies and troubles thereof, which leads me to the ſe- 
cond thing premiſed, viz. an account of my preſent 
thoughts 1a relation to the:condition my ſins have re- 
duced meto; the which to methodize, for the benefit 
of others, though it is my earneſt defire, yet am I ſen- 
fible the task is difficult, conſidering the confuſions 
and diſturbances thereof, the many mixtures of fears 
and hopes ariſing from the different conſiderations of 
my former miſcariages and preſent but imperfe& aſſu- 
Tances; whereforel ſhall firſt of all in general lay be- 
fore you a draft, though bur an imperfect one, of my 


{aid thoughts upon my firſtconviction, and then pro- 


ceed to ſhew you, how God hath pleaſed to work up- 


_ on mein order to the ſettlement of thoſe confufionsT 


was then diſturbed with: wherefore in the firſt place, 
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no ſooner had I] received ſentence of Death from an 
Earthly throne, but it put me in minde of that ſentence 
I was ſhortly to receive in the higheſt Heavens from 
that God, and for thoſe crimes, whereby during all 
my lite I had ſo highly provoked: his anger and ven- 
geance againſt me ; which conſideration filled me with 
terrors of the Almighty, and made me cry out under 
the weight of my burthen, that it was greater then I 
could bear : Hell-fire flaſht 1n my face, and the devil 
who formerly hurried me preſumtuoully to perſiſt in 
my impieties,. now turned the drift of his temtations 
to force me to deſpair, making uſe of the memory of 
my former crimes,1in all the black aggravationsthere- 
of to inhance my infidelities, terrifying me-with the 
juſtice.of God, who before he had repreſented as a 
merciful tather, ready and eaſie to forgive his failing 
children, he now ſhapes as:an angry Judge bound to 
condemn offenders: Inthis condition never-was mi- 
ſery greater then the thoughts of that chance I was 
and am ſhortly to make; neither ever bad any crea- 
rure amore perfeCt portraiture of the uglineſs of ſin 
then at this-time I met with : Imagine but then how 
little pleaſure, or rather how great was my torture in 
the revolutions of the idle expence of my former hours 
and days,.of my former pleaſant and as /thenthought 
ianocent paſtimes: Theſe-were my torment, but how 
much more, how. exceedingly and tnconcejveably 
greater was the thoughts at my diſobedience tomy 
parents, my negle& of God-inall the duties of his wor- 
ſhip, :my excelſive pride, my:repeated and:continued 
whoredomes, and-aboveall my unnatural defiruQtion 
of the off-fpring of. my own:body : Theſe were as 
moun-

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mountains of Lead under which helpleſs and hopele is 
I lay oyerwhelmed;my comfort came ſlowly upon me, 
and though ſometimes a Beam of hope would ſhine in 
upon my ſoul from the canfideration of the merits and 
blood of Chriſt / my dear Lord and Saviour,) yet the 
fame was imediately clouded by the revolution of the 
thoughts premiſed, and now it was Tfound how hard 
the work of repentance, ( let the world paſs what ſen- 
timents they pleaſe thereon) was to bring about, how 
many were the conflicts with the fleſh and rhe Devil 
that /grapled with,how many bitter ſighs and groans, 
how many fears and terrors was 7 wrapped up1n ere / 
could bring my ſelf to a ſerious and hearty repentance 
for my paſt crimes? Z is true, the condition Twas in, 
undera ſentence of Death, made me ſorry , that Thad 
committed the offence that had brought me thereto, 
yet the fear of death more then the greatneſs of the 
crime againſt God was the cauſe of that ſorrow, and 
had not that ſentence been paft upon me, 7 fear my 
beart would never have been affeQed with that ſor- 
Tow : Whence 7would beg and requeſt of all towhom 
theſe lines ſhall come, that they take it as the advice 
ofa dying woman, who being nearer, can ſee fur- 
ther into thethings of another world, then thoſe who 
Randat a diſtance thence, that they would not deferr 
the great work of repentance, till they come within 
prolpe& of eternity, which every day brings them: 
nearer to'then other. Thus mvch in general ; 7ſhall 
deſcend toparticulars, in ſhewing you, how God hath 
pleafed to work upon me 1n order to the ſettlement of 
my thoughts under theſe confulions 7 was at preſent 
under, wherein — all-rhoſe nr 
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the Devit and'my ownevil heart did terrifie me with, 
£ have. found that God .is a merciful father to reper- 
tant and returning. ſinners though juſt againſt obſti- 
nate_offenders : To his free grace in Chriſt Jeſus. my 
Lord /7 attribute all the comfort 7have.and muſt re- 
ceive, here and hereafter : Wherefore in the firſt place 
I ſhall ſhew. you, .that God hath been pleaſed by a 
graciouſly powerful hand to work upon me, in. turn- 
10g me. to a. perfe& deteſtation of my ſins, more in 
that they are.and have been.an affront to his Majeſty, 
then the Cauſe of. that temporal Death 7am to ſuffer 
therefore. To make out this, /am to acquaint you, 
that having received my Sentence on Thurſday night, 
I continue in great confuſions as aforeſaid for twoor 
three days, and though a good Friend .whotarried 
moſt part of the time. with me, aſſiſted me. with his 
advice and prayers, yet.could / not bring my ſelf to ſo 
{etled a temper, but that my fears clouded my hopes, 
and deprived me of thoſe comforts, which otherwiſe 
and under other Conſiderations I might .have recei- 
ved, the devil being all this time. buſte 1n ſtirring that 
mud, my own evil heart had too readily raiſed. On the 
Munday following 7was viſited by a. Miniſter of worth 
within the City ot Zondon, who atter ſeveral queſtions 
by him propounded, and threats of the Law againft 
{uch criminals as: my ſelf were laid open, 7 began to 
lee my tranſgreſſions, without that vizard the Temp- 
ter had generally masked them with 3 « ale x 
ſhape whereof, did adminifter that amazement to me, 
which was the firſt ſtep of that abhorrency 7 have 
ſince conceived againſt them, -and, no wonder that 
poor creatures are10 much deceayed,. 1n their opinion 
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of fin, conſidering the ſpecious- advantage under 
which a repreſentation by that evil one is made there- 
of : the which till the purblinde eyes of man come”to 
the neareſt view thereof (to wit,)in a puniſhment 
therefore, or by Gods ſpeciall grace, he can never 
diſcern it in its true proportion or colour, but conti- 
nues under a fancied deceit, that there is in fin ſome- 
what exceedingly amiable, profitable, or reputable a- 
monegſt men, wi:hout which he could never live un- 
der that injoyment of happineſs and content, as the 
fame-would at all times afford him: Thus ( with ma- 
ny thouſands in the like caſe with me ) I was always 
deluded, and on this account did 7 run on in thoſe fin- 
fal courſes whoſe end is aſcertain'd deſtruction, as Tto 
my coſt have found ic; but the time is now come, that 
the vail is drawn aſide, and Tbegin to conſider the in- 
ſide.and bottom of thoſe crimes which betore that 
time lay covered under a ſpecious and fair ſuperfictes : 

and thereby came to a diſcovery of what before Tne- 
ver did really poſſeſs my {elf with : 7 now conſider'd c«- 
yery {ina breach of Gods Law, and a provocation of 
that vengeance that might every moment have ſpurn- 

ed me into an abyſle of miſery, and turned me out a- 

moneſt thoſe who are weeping, . wailing, and gnaſh- 

ing their teeth, in the pit of perdition, from whence 

to the throne of grace and mercy no- appeal can be : 

and that it was the exceeding patience and forbearance 

of God that he had ſpared ſo vile,ſo impure a wretch 
as my ſelf, ſolong under ſuch continued and repeated 


impieties, tq violate his laws, and contema his moſt 


Sacred and auguſt authority : which conſiderations, 


did: 
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did they inhance the'value and price of Gods mercy, 
the two firſt ſtones to that great work of converſion, 
which Thope God has in me the unworthyeſt ſubje& 
of his choice in ſome meaſure graciouſly effeQed, as 
arguments of which my own heart gives me theſe five 
evidences, which laid together confhrm the ſame romy 
comfort. | 

1. That under the ſence of my Sin, I confeſſe and 
acknowledg my ſelf deſervedly a condemned creature, 
unleſs the application of the blood of Chriſt my Savi- 
our and his interceſſion, at the throne of grace, joyn- 
ing with the free love of Gotl, ſhall repeal the ſentence 
againſt me. 

2. Ido throughly and from my heart deteſt and ab- 
hor ſin in gencera!, and ſhould God pleaſe to lengthen 
out my days, 1 ſhould continue my reſolutions ofa 
through repentance and reformation of life, forſaking 
all courſes contrary to Gods holy word and Law. 

3. Tfind in my Spirit a delight in reading and prays 
er, things 7fornierly omitted and eſchewed.

Which conſiderations, are the ground of that hope, 
that balmes my wounded heart, and cordialls my de- 
caying ſpirits, under the greatchange 7 am ſq ſhort- 
ly tomake : Todiſcourſe of which 1s the 'next, and 
laſt thing. Zhave to ſay, ahd would to God Zcould now 
lay by all the cloggs of fleſh, and earth, and mount 
upupon'the wings of faith, into ſuch a ſtate-as the 

| Apoſtle 
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Apoſtle was when he deſired to bediſſolved, and be 
with Chrit ; but alas! how many difficulties, am 7 
now to graple with, what Mountains of oppoſition 
ſtand in my way, too high and great, to travel 0- 
ver : before me Flee a fair Heaven, inviting and al- 
luring the aſpect to an enjoyment thereof, but diſtant 
from my Eye, by depth ſeemingly ſtormy and impal- 
fible, into which 7 am fearfull and loath to lanch,. 
fearing the weight of my ſins, ſhould fink: me, ere 7 
cyuld compaſſe the other ſhore : 7 look back, and 
ſee my former habitations in the fleſh, which know-

F! 1Scertainly the higheft Judgement, as well as the 
greateſt miſery of this Age, that the frequent and 
many Examples which every day preſent themſelves, 
to the view of the World, ſhould work ſo little upon 
the /nhabitants thereof, to turn them from their evill 
ways tO repentance, and make them forſake thoſe 
courſes, whoſe end will be afſuredly greivous to 
them ; one main reaſon whereof may be this, 
That ſo few amongſt the many, that are by Gods 
Juſtice ſet forth, as Examples to others, are re- 
garded as ſuch, but are eſteemed as the worſt of 
creatures, and ſo not worthy the ſertous conlide- 
rations of ſuch, that think themſelves paramount, 
above the fear or danger of falling into ſuch 
crimes, as brought thoſe to their deſerved ends 3 
little conſidering the deceitfullneſs of their own 
hearts, and the pronenefſe of every one of us , 
if once deſerted by God, to fall into the worſt of 
crimes, or elſe the Example intended by God, 1s 
ſtifled by the ſufferers ſilence, or the reputation 
of Relations, who are not to expoſe their friends 
failings, and diſgracefull ends to the World ;. To 
prevent both which falſe uſes of Gods providence, 
the preceding diſcourſe was intended and penned, 
wherein the truth of the Relation commends the 
ſame to the Reader : And I ſhall fay but little Ad- 
ditional thereto, only requeſt that into whoſe oye

I now proceed, to give an Account of Dorothy 
—_— ſince the end of her own Narrative : 
The day before her death, —_ with her, I made 
an inquiry in what condition ſhe found her ſelf ; 
and whether ſhe was ſettled, and diſpoſed: for the 
great work ſhe was the next day to go through. 
To which ſhe anſwered me, that it was no eaſ; 
work to dye, but ſuch wherein the greateſt diffi- 
culties imaginable, were to be encountred, and ſhe 
had upon the firſt thoughts of the ſame ſo found 
it, but through the grace of God, ſhe had' been ſo 
wrought upon,. that ſhe could then eafily, and 
willingly meet and embrace it, in the worſt of its 
appearances, or words to this effeQ; after which, 
upon further diſcourſe, I inquired upon what

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grounds ſhe became willing to: dye, who had been 
tormerly ſo terrified thereat, to which: ſhe replied, 
God had been ſo mercifull to her, and made her 
ſencible of the greatne(s of her- crimes, whereby 
ſhe had been wrought to a real Repentance there- 
fore, and thereby was under the great hopes of 
forgivenels, , through the blood and merits of Chriſt, 
her deareſt Lord and Saviour, the whicls temper of 
minde, ſhe was further incouraged to, through 
the certainty of her. Death, . which every minute 
ſhe was put in mind of, by the ſight of her Cof- 
fin and ſhrowd,.( then being in-the Chamber with 
her 3) after which I began through the great hopes 
I perceived of her,. to give her conſolation and en- 
couragement in her preſent temper of minde, and 
aſſured her, that her ſins, though never ſo many 
and great ( as ſhe had confeſt hers to be ) were 
not ſufficient to ftand between God and: her hap- 
pineſs; for that Gods Mercy was infinite, and her 
1niquities in the higheſt ſum, - but finite.” I then 
enquireq; of her, how ſhe intended to ſpend the 
enſuing night, to which ſhe anſwered; ſhe had 
taken her. laſt farewell of. her- bed, and” did intend 
to ſet wp in Prayer .and Reading all night.;. againft- 
which ,- conſidering her weakneſle:,, I;,dif[lwaded 
ber, telling her her ſtrength could not.bear it out ;* 
to which:ihe ſuddenly anſwered, Perſwade me nor: 
ainſt jt, for, I am; reſolved this night to ſexve.my 
20d; though in weakneſſe, and I am;encouraged- 
to hope be; will accept; thereof; After which being, 
about. to. leave, her., jhe only, defired. me to 214 
| | | vide 
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vide: her a little Bible ( having then only a great 
one by her) to carry: in her hand the next day 
to'the place of Execution, ſaying, ſhe would there 
Teade a Chapter and:a Pſalm, and yn a few words 
give warning 'to the SpeQators of her death, and 
the cauſes of it, and ſo commend her ſelf and foul 
to God in. prayer. After which I left her to God : 
And the next Morning I came to her early, and 
xejoyced to finde her. 1n a 'very quiet temper of 
minde, ſubmitting to the- Juſtice of: 'God tn the 
great work ſhe was that day :to- undergo: 3-ithe 
which ſhe told me ſhe. was encouraged unto, 'in

crimes that were her deftruQtion, ſaying, ſhe hop'd

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:that her ruine might ſtand as a monument of 
Braſſe, to give notice to the world, of the evil 
and pernicious work of Sin, After which I left 
her, and met her again at the place of Execution, 
where ſhe behaved her ſelf Exemplarily penitent, 
amongſt the number of thoſe who ſuffered with 
| cher, and were obſtinately hardened under the ſen- 
tence of Death; at which time ſhe read the 77h. 
Chapter of #06, and the 51. Pſalm, and addretled 
her {lf to God in Prayer, deſiring the ſpeQators 
tliere preſent to pray for her, and to take her ex- 
ample as a means to deter them from the courſes 
that brought her to that deſerved and ſhameful 
end, which ſhe was now come at that place and 
time to! accompliſh: After which ſhe quietly ſur- 
Fendered her ſoul ro the Almighty, and her body 
to Execution ; which work being over, her friends 
removed her Corps in a Coach in order to her 
Buriall: and accordingly was decently interred in 
in the Pariſh Church of St. George's Sourhwark. 
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
